(PRELIMINARY REPORT EASED ON EHCNE CONVERSATICN WITH CAMP DIRECTOR 
- TO BE SUBSTANTIATED WITH RE CEIP T OF OFFICIAL REPORTS, DEPOSITIONS, 
ETC.) 

On Saturday morning, July 29, 1989 I received a call from our 
Director at Sabattis Scout Reservati on (Michael Surbauqh) indicat- 
ing that the Scoutmaster of ^^^^^^5J^^!^^Jreported to 
him that one of his Scouts J&SlrS^ gl^Sff ^S^^wSd been sex- 
ually abused during the night by staff member (Scott Winner, age 

had been witnessed by 12 year old Scout 



Mike Surbaugh and I agreed that he would: 

- Call the NYS Health Department officer as required 
by law and follow his direction re: police, etc. 

- Interview the Scouts and get statements 

- Interview and restrict the staff member 

I spoke to Mike an hour later. The Health Dept. Officer (Vic 
Pisasni) advised Mike to call the New York State Police, which he 
did and they were on their way in to camp. 

The Police (Investigator Edwin L. Dyer and a Trooper) interviewed 
the Scouts and took depositions. They spoke with the staff member 
(Scott Winner) , received a confession, arrested him and took him 
away.

The Scoutmaster, John Kendrick, drove _ ^^-^ .^ IJVt 

home from camp. He, Lag^Jystran, Assistant Scout Executive, and I 
met with the parents oz W^^^^M n share with them the facts, 
offer our support, answer any questions, etc. Their concern was for 
the future emotional stability of their son. We suggested they com- 
mend their son as he stopped the incident before it becaxaa serious 
(see incident description) . I suggested that they might wish to 
have their son see a professional (for counseling) and that the 
Council would pay the fee* 

They seemed satisfied with the way the incident was handled and were 
hopeful their son would not have to undergo further investigation or 
testify in court. 

Upon review of all of the^ri^jj^jctions taken, the Health Offic- 
er, Vic Pasini, informed y^BFE ?42 gj that he performed properly 
throughout the incident. 

On Sunday morning, July 30th ; ^te Wj3S^ spoke with the State 
Police to learn that Scott Winner confessed before the Judge and was 
sentenced to 60 days in jail. He is currently serving 8 days in 
Lake Pleasant jail. The balance to be served on weekends. 

Mike would attempt to call and talk with Scott to indicate his 
employment was tenainated and that he was to sever all relationships 
with Scouting. I indicated that we would follow up with the stand- 
ard letter from the Council President, 

When I receive copies of statements, notes, depositions, etc. from 
the Camp Director, I will forward them. 

Mike Surbaugh, Camp Director, can provide further information if 
needed and can be reached at ^^^^^^H. 

THE EXUDEHF: (Per phone conversations with Camp Director) . We 
will f award copies of formal statements when received from camp. 

Scouts | and ftgMjNfe>^Jwere in bed for the evening in a 

shelter they had built for Wilderness Survival Merit Badge (in the 
woods adjacent to the Troop's campsite) . Sometime between 11:00pm 
and midnight on July 28th, Camp Commissioner Scott Winner came to 
check on the Scouts and asked i^ttae^ould like to go swimming. 
Scout said "yes", Scout B^|S§|^enained at the shelter. 
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When Hearing the waterfront area, they noticed staff members there 
still putting things away from the Gamfwide Cairpfire Program held 
earlier that evening. They went bade to the shelter, Scott Winner 
invited both Scouts to cone to his tent in the Commissioner area. 
When they got to his tent they played poker which e ventuall y led to 
strip poker. The result was Scot^tfinnej^nd Sccutjgg]| having 
their clothing removed. Scout Sk^^^^I clothing was not totally 
removed. Scott Winner and Scoutyl^ll put their underwear back on. 
Scott suggested they q^^jd for the night^Stajtt climbed into 
the sleeping bag withl^^^^^a^rdiiig to BB3B| scott Winner 
touched his but^g^(whic±K~^ thought wa^i^ccident) . Then 
Winner touched ff 3 ** 5 ! in the genital area. ilTffff^l said "no" and 
ended the incident. They, however; remained in the tent the balance 
of the night. Scout ^^^H later told his Dad that because of bears 
in the area., he was afraid to go back to his campsite. (Our Camp 
Director and the Scoutmaster feel he might have been afraid to go 
back because he broke the rules by leaving in the first place. ) 

In the morning the Scouts returned to their campsite and immediately 
told their Scoutmaster about the incident. 

I personally reviewed the incident with legal counsel this morning, 
and over the phone with Area Director, Harry Pokomy. 



August 1, 1989 



Received a call frai ^^^^ gj ^g^p hout 9:00 a.m.) asking about 
status of Scott Winner, I shared what I knew unofficially regarding 
disposition of the case and sentencing, but could not confirm until 
receiving official notice. 

He expressed his continued concern that this could happen and indi- 
cated he had talked with counsel. He said he has no plan to pursue 
any legal action (at this time) . 

He expressed concern that Scott Winner might have hurt other boys 
and wanted to know if the Council would do anything to find out if 
so. I indicated that we would discreetly be doing exactly that, and 
that we would also prohibit Scott from any relationship with the Boy 
Scouts of America. 

suggested we should alert our units, that this incident 
happened, publicly embarrass Scott, and show what happens to people 
who commit such an act. 
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I discussed with our Youth Protection Programs etc. and 

indicated that this was probably a better approach than a public 
disclosure- 
He has a lot of respect far the BSA and what it does for youth and 
will probably not pursue this publicly as long as we keep him in- 
formed of the status,
